End to 
wage-price controls sought 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The admin­ 


istration 
recommended 
today 
that 
mandatory wage and price controls be 


ended except for petroleum and health 


care after April 30. , 
But Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz, 
suggested 
continued 
controls 
might be asked in other areas. 
“ We may want to recommend ano­ 
ther industry or two as time -.toes 
along,” Shultz said in testimony to a 
Senate Banking subcommittee. 
Shultz and John T. Dunlop, dire« tor 
of the Cost of Living Council, outlined 


the administration’s recommendations 


to the subcommittee, which is consid­ 


ering whether controls should be ended 


when they expire April 30. 
Dunlop said the government’s 2-, 2 
year, 
anti-inflation 
program 
was a 
mixed success but had largely outlived 
its usefulness. 
Shultz did 
not specify 
which 
in­ 
dustries he might ask Congress to con­ 
tinue controlling, nor did he indicate 
when a request might come. 
Subcommittee members said in open­ 
ing statements that they agreed the 


time had come to end most, if not all, 
controls. 
“ It’s fair to say the success of the 
program has not increased with age.” 
Sen. J. Bennett Johnston, D-La., said. 
Price curbs on petroleum are co­ 
vered bv a separate law that lasts un­ 
til Feb. 28, 1975. Oil prices are admin­ 
istered by the Federal Energy Office. 
President 
Nixon 
promised 
months 
ago that Phase IV would be “ phased 
out” but Dunlop’s comments were the 
first concrete proposals by the admin­ 
istration for the immediate future of 
the stabilization program. 


In testifying before a Senate Ban­ 
king, Housing and Urban Affairs sub­ 
committee, the CLC director made two 
recommendations: 
—Continued mandatory controls on 
the health industry until Congress pas­ 
ses a national health insurance bill. Al­ 
though inflation in the medical sector

“While there may be reasonable dif­ 
ferences of opinion over the question oi 
the need for authority for wage and 
price controls in other sectors after 
April 30, 1974, the health care area is 
the only one in which we favor author­ 
ity 
for mandatory controls at this 
time,” Dunlop said. 


Dunlop also asked Congress tc let the 
council continue with its present policy 
of gradually decontrolling various in­ 
dustries until the April cutoff date. 
A number of major industries have 
been freed from wage-price restraints 
since last summ er, including lumber, 
fertilizer, cement, nonferrous metals, 
automobiles, 
petrochemicals, 
rubber 
tires and retail trade. 
At present, only 28 per cent of all 
retail sales, 57 per cent of all whole­ 
sale transactions and 38 per cent of all 
wages and salaries are covered by 
government controls.

KUWAIT (UPD—Arab and Japanese 
guerrillas seized the Japanese embassy 
in Kuwait today and threatened to kill 
the am bassador and five o her ho*>t- 
a*es one by on* unless tlrit demands 
were met. Japan agreed but Kuwait 
balked ar.d the fate of the hostages 
hung in the balance. 
The guerrillas demanded that ’apan 
send a jet plane to Singapore to rescue 
four guerrillas involved there in a 
week-old hijacking of a ferry boat with 
three hostages. Japan quickly bowed to 
the guerrillas one-hour ultimatum. It 
said a Japan Air Line plane was flung 
to Singapore tonight to bring the guer­ 
rillas here. 
Kuwait said it would not allow the 
Japanese airliner to land in Kuwait 
with the Singapore guerrillas — two 
Palestinians and two radical Japanese 
Red Army terrorists. A Kuwait radio 
broadcast the Interior Ministry' state­ 
ment at 6:40 p.m. (11:40 a.m. EDT) 
more than eight hours after the guer­ 
rillas seized the embassy. 
“ Kuwait has decided it will not allow 
this plane to land in Kuwait tn order io 
avoid developments that could arise 
from such a landing,” the statement 
said. 
It said Kuwait had informed 
Japanese officials, as well as the guer­ 
rillas and hostages inside the embassy 
about this decision. 
The statement said Kuwait had in­ 
formed the guerrillas it would give 
them safe conduct to leave Kuwait tor 
any country they chose, provided they 
first released the embassy homages. 
At one point during the afternoon a 
guerrilla stuck his head out of a win­ 
dow of the embassy, which is on the 
fifth floor of a building housing the Ku­ 


waiti Foreign Ministry, and h.’ld up 
two fingers in the victory sign fh<n has 
been adopted by the Palestinian guer­ 
rillas. 
He shouted a warning that the Ku­ 
wait government should not interfere 
with the embassy siege. “Our demnnds 
are clear,” he said. “ We are waiting to 
hear the result from vou.”

Cut heating oil

urge the nation’s refineries to cut back 
heating oil 
production and increase 
gasoline output, it was learned today. 
Sources in the Federal Energy Offit e 
said the move was designed to head otl 
the growing possibility of gasoline ra­ 
tioning during the warmer weather. 
The report came as Congress moved 
to give striking truckers immediate 
help with rising fuel costs. Simon said 
today he had been assured Congress 
would act quickly on a resolution al­ 
lowing the truckers to pass on “the ex­ 
plosion in fuel costs." 
The resolution passed 
the 
Senate 
Tuesday and went before the House 
Commerce Committee today. 
In December refineries were told to 
cut back gasoline production to insure 
enough heating oil through the winter. 
The energy sources said Simon is 
considering 
a 
pricing 
formula 
that 
would allow the refineries to increase 
their profit on gasoline, but at the 
same time lower the price of heating 
oil. 
Simon said today on the NBC Today 
Show that motorists, who have been 
plaugued with long waits at service 
stations to fill their tanks, would not 
face gasoline rationing in the near fu­ 
ture. 
In the trucking shutdown that began 
its 7th day today, Simon said that 
energy officials would continue to talk 
with tiie truckers seeking solutions to 
other long-range problems of the in­ 
dustry.

Council Tuesday 
night rem oved a legal road­ 
block when it authorized San 
B ernardino County to serve 
as land acquisition agent for 
both

county. 
County supervisors took sim i­ 
lar action on Monday.

The civic center will occupy 
n i n e 
a e n s 
in 
downtown 
Chino, extending from Central 


Avenue to Sixth Street and D 
Street to Chino 
Avenue. 
A 
one-story library' is the first 
structure to be constructed. 


County officials also plan a 
two-story “ law and justice’’ 
building to house a m unicipal 
court plus offices for the sher­ 
iff, district attorney and pub­ 
lic defender departm ents. 


“ We will w ait for a study on 
county needs at the present 
county complex in O ntario be­ 
fore deciding on any facilities 
at the Chino site.” said Rob­ 
ert Covington, county adm in­ 
istrator. 


City officials plan to con­ 
struct 
a 
city 
hall, 
council 
cham bers and police station 
on the property. 


"The City Council will hold 


a work session on Feb. 12 to 
determ ine the first phase of 
developm ent.” 
said 
Robert 
Fast, city m anager. “ We are 
on schedule with our building 
plans and hope to go to bid on 
construction later this year. 
Actual 
building 
could 
then 
start early next y ear.” 
He estim ated the city’s cost 
at between S2 million and $4 
million. 
This will be financed by a 
combination of an approved 
25-cent per $100 assessed v a­ 
luation property tax override, 
revenue sharing and redeve­ 
lopm ent funds.

million. The high cost is due 
to buildings existing on the 
civic center site.

There is some fat in the bile 
that normally flows into the 
intestine in hpalthy persons, 
The fat in the bile is manu- 
tactured by the liver and can 
be

from

or 
even alcohol. You might en­ 
hance the absorption of vita­ 
mins by eating. However, you 
will still absorb some tat so­ 
luble vitamins even if you re­ 
mained fasting all day, which

ream they are used tor pro­ 
cessing any food you eat the­ 
reafter.

Job market opening again for engineers 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Engi­ 
neers are making a comeback 
in the job market at a time 
when unemployment is rising 
in a generally gloomy econo­ 
my. 
Industry faces 
a 
critical 
shortage of engineers in the 
afterm ath of the last reces­ 
sion whert thousands deserted 
the 
field 
and 
disenchanted 
students spurned the profes­ 
sion. 
The Engineers Joint Council 
estimated 
recently that 
by 
1977 the nation’s top engineer­ 
ing and manufacturing com­ 


panies may have 10,000 engi- 
nering jobs they can’t fill. 
B e t w e e n 1969 and 1972 
roughly 60,000 engineers were 
unemployed, 
according 
to 
John Alden, president of the 
Engineering Manpower Coun­ 
cil. Many of them drifted into 
teaching or switched to more 
stable occupations. Freshman 
enrollment 
in 
enginering 
schols fell 17 per cent in the 
1970-71 period and has since 
dropped 11 per cent, Alden 
said. “ It’s going to be down­ 
hill for industry for the next 
five or six years,” he added. 


Corporations that depend on 
engineers 
to sustain 
their 
operations and develop new 
technology already have more 
than 1,000 unfilled slots, ac­ 
cording to Abbott-Bowe & As­ 
sociates. The El Segundo, Ca­ 
lif. 
management consulting 
firm recently staged the first 
in a series of nationwide re­ 
cruitment programs in New 
York to find engineers. 
T w e n t y-five Fortune 500 
companies 
interviewed 
700 
currently employed engineers 
with at least five years of ex­ 
perience. “ It’s hard to get en- 


gineers 
out 
of 
the 
bushes 
without some pirating,” said 
Walt Abbott, founder of the 
firm , “but they’ll move for 
money since the old Victorian 
ethic of company loyalty is 
dead.” After the week-long ef­ 
fort. 
the corporations —in­ 
cluding 18 in the power in­ 
dustry—expected to hire only 
20 to 25 engineers.

‘Lifeline’ telephone 
service delayed a year 


I read an article telling about the “lifeline” service offered 
by Pacific Telephone Co. It is a minimum service at the re­ 
duced rate of only $2.25 per month. 
The service allows you to make 30 calls per month. If you 
make more than 30, you must pay 4U cents for each addition­ 
al call. 
According to the article. General Telephone was to offer the 
service in 1974. 
I called our General Telephone Co. to ask when its “ lifeline” 
service would start. The answer was “ir. a year or so. We 
have received no information on it.” 
Maybe you can get beyond this indefinite time. What a help 
this service would be to many people. — Mrs. H. H., Clare­ 
mont. 


Al Smith, division manager of Genera! Telephone Co., an­ 
swered you and us. He said General Telephone has made a 
request to the Public Utilities Commission for a service simi­ 
lar to “ lifeline” which General calls “ metered residential tele­ 
phone service.” 
The company’s original plan was to offer this service in 1974 
but the PLC has allowed re-schedu!mg to 1975, to allow time 
to make equipment modifications. Smith said. 
Through “ metered residential seivice,” General Telephone 
will a!!ow 20 units per month for a cost of $2.95. 
Each unit is equal to a local call of five minutes or less of 
conversation time. Each additional unit exceeding the initial 20 
will be charged at 4>/i cents per unit. Long-distance calls will 
be billed separately as they are now. 
This type of service will benefit the customer who does not 
have a constant requirement for calling but has an occasional 
need for telephone se n ice.

Tri-City Mental Health board 
delays action on state report

POMONA 
- The Tri-City Mental 
Health Authority governing board is 
delaying action until Feb. 19 on a state 
report comparing 
local 
and 
county 
mental health services. 
But members indicated at a meeting 
of the board Monday that they consider 
the quality of Tri-City’s services super­ 
ior to those offered by the county and 
would like to see the program continue 
to be locally adm inistered by the par­ 
ticipating cities of Pomona, Claremont 
and La Verne. 
Other cities in the county receive 
mental health services under a county- 
adm inistered program. 
The Assembly last year requested 
the state Department of Health to stu­ 
dy the relationship between m enta’ 
health services provided in city-oper­ 
ated 
program s and 
county-operated 
programs, including the extent of dupl­ 
ication 
of 
such 
program s 
and 
the 
equity of services provided. 
The department was asked to report 


its findings and recommendations to 


the Assembly by March 1. 
Tri-City is one of two agencies in the 
state operating on state Short-Doyle 
Act funds independently of county-ad­ 
ministered mental health service pro­ 
grams. The other is at Berkeley. 
The 
report, prepared by Kenneth 
Carhill of the state departm ent, says 
that the Tri-City “catchment area” in­ 
clude^ about 30 square miles with a 
population in 1970 of 124,376. 
In Tri-City’s budget tor 1973-74, ac­ 
cording to the report, $527,203 was the 
state’s contributing share and the three 
cities paid $58,578. 
This represents a contribution per 
person of 47 cents and “ this is the 
duplicated cost to the citizens of the 
three cities to maintain the Tri-City 
operation, since they are also being 
taxed for the Los Angeles County-oper­ 
ated mental health services." the re­ 
port says. 
The report lists advantages and dis­ 
advantages involved in keeping Tri- 


City as it now operates or in changing 
it. 
A disadvantage in letting the local 
agency continue as it has been, the re­ 
port says, is that “ the implementation 
of the Short-Doyle Act is basically a 
state-county 
function 
and 
the 
con­ 
tinuation of Tri-Citv requires an ano­ 
malous set of processes relative to 
planning, budgeting and program ma­ 
nagement.” 
The report raises the possibility of 
discontinuing Tri-City and having the 
Los 
Angeles County Department 
of 
Health Services assume 
direct 
res­ 
ponsibility for the planning and provi­ 
sion of mental health services locally. 
But the report adds: 
"The level of those mental health 
services provided by Tri-City to the 
residents of its catchment area would 
decrease to the level provided by the 
county to residents in the other areas 
of the county, and the state would lose 
•he opportunity of interacting with a 
program which is responsive to the 
needs and desires of a relatively small

When Mrs. Dorothy* Hoffman recently became the 
first woman president of the American Vacuum 
Society, she said that one of her biggest problems is 
that people ahvays ask her if her work has any tiling 
to do with the fam iliar household appliance. 
It doesn’t 
not professionally, anyway. The 20- 
year-old society is a nationwide organization of 
scientists and engineers involved in vacuum tech­ 
nology. Mrs. Hoffman is a chemical engineer. 
But the question illustrates, in a small way. the 
obstacles that still face women moving up in their 
chosen career fields, even as Mrs. Hoffman’s ex­ 
ample shows they can do it. 
More and more women are entering lower and 
middle management positions, the pipeline to the 
top. in business, science and the professions — and 
discovering that is only half the battle. 
“ I was promoted to the executive level, now my 
closest office friend won’t talk to m e." 
“ Some of the men I work with still trcdt me as a 
steno-typist. They refuse to accept the fact that I 
am on the same m anagerial level with them .” 
“ I never liked having a woman as a boss. Now 
here I am the ‘boss lady.’ ” 
These are a few of the more frequent complaints 
voiced by newly-appointed women executives, ac­ 
cording to M an- Frances Shaughnessy, president of 
The Distaff Group, which provides career training, 
education and counseling for women in business. 
Women who succeed in the “ m an’s world 
of 
work often become “Queen Bees’’ who try to keep 
other women from entering the game, claims a 
team of University of Michigan researchers writing 
in Psychology Today magazine. 
Whether or not Queen Bees succeed because the 
system needs “token” women at higher levels, they 
say, m any successful women relish the fact that 
they are “ special.” 
“ th e Queen Bee has typically worked very hard 
to get where she is; having gone through a difficult 
initiation, she doesn’t want younger women to have 
it any easier than she did.” 
Another factor is that the woman who is success­ 
ful in a male-dominated field feels little animosity 
toward the system that permitted her to reach the 
top and may therefore be suspicious ot the women’s 
movement, “which wants to change some of the 
rules of the game to let in more players. 
Fortunately, the researchers see -ignis that the 
Queen Bee syndrome is fading. 
As more jobs open to women, it will be less unu­ 
sual to see bright females in top positions. And as 
the women’s movement gains acceptance, women 
will hr- less afraid to associate themselves with it.

WASHINGTON — Senate investiga­ 
tors have written strictly for the eyes 
of the Watergate senators, a fascinat­ 
ing scenario of the Hughes-Nixon con­ 
nection. 
The strange saga, according to the 
investigators’ account, reached its cli­ 
max in 1970. 
Early in the year. Attorney General 
John Mitchell brushed aside the objec­ 
tions of his underlings and cleared the 
legal obstacles for billionaire Howard 
Hughes to purchase the Dunes Hotel in 
Las Vegas. 
Later the same year. Hughes aide 
Richard Danner delivered $100,000 m 
two separate $50,000 bundles to Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s seaside estates at San 
Clemente, and Key Biscayne. Fla. The 
cash was accepted by the President's 
closest friend. Bebe Rebozo. 
A 
former 
Hughes 
aide. 
Robert 
Maneu, has testified that the second 
150.000 payment was connected with 
Hughes’ attempt to acquire the casino- 
hot el. This has been disputed by the 
other 
participants 
in 
the 
backdoor 
transaction. 
The Senate scenario give« this chro­ 
nology; 
JANUARY. 1970; Danner was dis­ 
patched to Washington to confer with 
Attorney General Mitchell about the 
Dunes acquisition. Previously, the Jus­ 
tice Department had ret used to let 
Hughes buy the Stardust Hotel, be­ 
cause the billionaire’s casino-hotel em­ 
pire was too big. But Uanner made a 
strong pitch for the Dunes. 
FEBRUARY 
26

V ashmgton for another meeting with 
the attorney general. “ Mitchell told 


Danner he would let the boys look it 
over,” related the investigators. 
EARLY MARCH: Mitchell called his 
antitrust chief, Richard McLaren, to 
advise him that Nevada’s Gov. Paul 
laxalt wanted the Justice Department 


t o let Hughes purchase the Dunes Mit­ 
chell quoted the governor as saving 
“that the Dunes w*as hoodlum owned 
and if Hughes could buy it. he could 
clean it up.” Laxalt told investigators 
that he had never spoken to Mitchell 
about the Dunes, that the hotel was not 
run by the Mafia and that he would 
have opposed its acquisition by Hug­ 
hes. 
MARCH 6: 
McLaren relayed Mit­ 
chell’s message to the Justice Depart­ 
ment attorney who had been handling 
the Hughes cases. The attorney re­ 
minded McLaren of the Stardust turn­ 
down. He added that the “job of con­ 
trolling crime should be handled by the 
Nevada authorities, not by making ex­ 
ceptions to the antitrust policies.” He 
put his objections in writing in 
a 
March 6, 1970. memorandum. 
MARCH 12: McLaren reported back 
to Mitchell that “the Dunes purchase 
would clearly violate the merger guide­ 
lines and w-ould make the Department 
look bad because of its prior position 
on the Stardust. He also suggested Ne­ 
vada could act on its own against cri­ 
minal figures running casinos by insti­ 
tuting license revoking proceedings ” 
MARCH 19: Danner dropped by Mit­ 
chell’s office aa mi. The attorney gen­ 
eral. disregarding the warning of hi« 
«ibordinates. said “he could see no 
problem’’ that would prevent Hughes 
from buving the Dunes. The acquisi­ 


tion, said Mitchell, “met the guide­ 
line«.’’ Danner immediately commu­ 
nicated with Maheu and advised him 
that they had permission to purchase 
the Dunes Hotel.” 
MARCH 20: Danner and Maheu flew 
to Key Biscayne. Sometime during the 
next two days, Danner met with Re­ 
bozo. But Darner denied to the inves­ 
tigators that the Dunes was discussed. 
MARCH 21: 
Mitchell also flew to 
Key Biscayne, 
although 
the 
timing 
may have been a coincidence. 
MARCH 26: McLaren saw an FBI 
memo 
reporting 
that 
Danner 
had 
claimed he had received permission 
from the antitrust division to purchase 
the Dunes. Indignant, McLaren wrote a 
two-page memo to Mitchell “reviewing 
their earlier conversations.’” McLaren 
noted in his memo his hope that Dan­ 
ner’s boast “was ar erroneous impre.v 
sion.” 
The investigator«’ document reported 
to the seven Watergate «enators: “We 
have interviewed all of the Antitrust 
Division personnel, who should have 
reviewed the Dunes acquisition, and 
none of them have any recollection of 
seeing or hearing about the case 
“The deal finatiy fell through."’ they 
added, “because the Dunes owners had 
furnished misleading information on 
profit and loss figures to the Hughe« 
people.” 
Meanwhile, “Danner was reminded a 
number ot rimes by Rebozo.“ accord­ 
ing to the Senate scenario, “that the 
Hughes Tool Company had not made 
adequate contributions to the Presi­ 
dent’« campaign."

U.S. lone hand 
angers allies

WASHINGTON — Despite Israel’s comparatively swift and 
conciliatory agreement with Egypt on the first step bao. tiom 
the Suez Canal, Nixon administration policymakers privately 
admit growing concern over reluctance by Israel s weakened, 
post-election government to seriously move toward Phase II of 
rhe Sinai pullout. 
That concern could lead to a major policy switch here, en­ 
listing active support from oil-short European countries and 
Japan to help nudge Israel toward a Phase II withdrawal 
plan. 
So far, the U.S. has intentionally p l a y e d a l o n e hand 
throughout post-Yom Kippur war diplomacy to separate the 
Israeli and Egyptian armies. Although Washington has piayed 
that lone hand primarily to keep out the Soviet Union, it has 
dismayed and even angered U.S. allies. 
But with new signs of Israel stubbornly digging in again, the 
U.S. may now call on those allies for help. As one key U.S. 
diplomat told us: “ It is absolutely essential that pressure con­ 
tinue on all sides to make the momentum of the last few 
w*eeks seem irresistible.” 
Moreover, a little noticed time bomb, connected to the Se­ 
curity Council resolution setting up the United Nations force in 
the western Sinai separating Egyptian and Israeli troops, 
could explode in late April. The time bomb, built into the 
resolution by the Soviet Union and France, authorizes the UN 
force for only six months starting Oct. 27, the day it was 
passed. 
Veto could trigger removal 
The resolution leaves no doubt that the veto by a single 
membeT could trigger the removal of the UN force it an exten­ 
sion is needed, as it surely will be. on April 27. 
Although State Department officials do not talk about this 
proviso, the Egyptians and their Arab allies most assuredly 
do. To them, it is insurance against semi-permanent status tor 
the rew Israeli defense line 2h miles east of the Suez Canal. 
That portends a possible renewal of fighting in the spring. If 
the Geneva conference (which the U.S. hopes to get into action 
as soon as possible) fails to bring agreement on Phase II 
Israeli withdrawal, the UN force cannot be used by Israel as a 
protective buffer against a second round of the war Egypt 
started last Oct. 6. 
Hence, the importance of keeping up the “momentum’ to­ 
ward agreement. As the successful architect of the new policy 
starting with last fall’s war w*hich has now forced the Israeli's 
back from the Canal for rhe first time since 1967. President 
.Anwar Sadat of Egypt could not afford to extend the April 27 
deadline unless confident that Phase II withdrawal was immu­ 
tably fixed 
Yet. some high officials here fear Israel’s flexibility shown 
in negotiating the stparation-ot'-force« agreement may be dis­ 
appearing. These officials say privately that Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan has become the conspicuous exception — the 
only Israeli leader who understands Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger’s grand strategy. 
Rise of right wing 
This is partly due to the decline of Prime Minister Golda 
Meir’s labor party and the rise of the hawkish right wing 
partiv to rhe lack of Israeli consensus on the best course to 
follow. Lacking strong government and rational consensus. 
Mrs. Meir's still unformed new government may be. playing 
for time, hoping something will upset the Kissinger-Sadat 
timetable. 
But Sadat also nurses a dangerous problem. His 37 hours of 
totally private talks with Kissinger since last November have 
raised Arab suspicions that Sadat, pushed by Kissinger, may 
be moving toward a separate peace with Israel. Since even the 
appearance of such apostasy would be suicidal, Sadat (per­ 
ceived here as a leader of uncommon stature) dares not push 
too hard for a Phase 11 Israeli pullback until Syria and Israel 
agree to separate their combat forces on the Golan heights. 
That decision now hangs on whether Syria agrees to tell 
Israel everything it know*s about Israeli POWs captured (and, 
Israel has charged, murdered) in the Yom Kippur war. Israel 
has secretly assured Damascus that once the POW issue is 
cleared up, it will give Syria a separation-of-forces similar to 
rhe Israeli-Egyptian agreement, including Israeli withdrawal 
from all Sjfrian territory seized last October. 
Odds here are that, even though Syria is one of the mast 
intransigent of Arab states, it will give Kissinger (and Israel) 
what they want and thereby permit the Geneva conference to 
open Jbe spotlight then would be back on Israeli withdrawal 
from the Sinai, with only a few weeks left before extension of 
the UN force becomes explosive. Once again, it boils down to 
quiet U.S. pressure against that Israeli reluctance which so 
worries policymakers here.

SAN BERNARDINO - The San Ber­ 
nardino County Planning Commission 
Thursday will continue its public hear­ 
ing on a proposed general plan for the 
Chino Hills.

calling smog alerts for Clare­ 
mont Unified School District 
students and decided to wait 
for the county board to act.

at

station. The county schools of­ 
fice doesn’t call a smog alert 
until the ozone count reaches

R. S. Kirkendall. district su­ 
perintendent, reported to the 
board that the California Air

adopted a set of standards for 
air pollution alerts. The state 
has suggested that a 
first 
stage alert be called when an 
ozone reading of .20 parts per 
million is maintained for an 
hour.

Pay increase for 
Congress in works

with everthing else, the price 
of government* may soon be 
going up. 
A three-step pay raise for 
congressmen 
and 
top-level 
bureaucrats is expected to be 
recommended 
by 
President 
Nixon within a few days. 
The recommendation would 
reportedly grant three raises, 
of 7.5 per cent each, to the 
top elected and appointed offi­ 
cials 
over 
the 
next 
three 
years. 
The President has not indi­ 
cated 
whether 
the 
raises 
would begin immediately or 
would be effective after the 
fiscal year that starts July 1. 
But the raises would be the 
first for high government offi­ 
cials since 1969. 
Under the executive law. 
Nixon's proposed raises would 
go into effect automatical!;, 
within 30 days, unless Con­ 
gress voted otherwise. 
The 
obvious idea behind that is to 
give 
legislators 
a 
“blind” 
raise and avoid the politic tl 
embarrassment 
of 
voting 
themselves more money. 
Certainly, there are many 
on Capitol Hill who would 
like, and could probably use. 
a 
salary 
hike. 
But 
w'ben 
asked their views, most reply 
they prefer to wait until Ni­ 


xon’s proposal is a reality be­ 
fore answering. 
Translated, that means they 
h o p e 
to 
wait 
themselves 
through the required 30 days 
without 
having 
to

a 
stand for or against. 
There is a chance Congress 
will be forced to vot$. 
A 
movement in the House has 
begun that could bring the is­ 
sue to the floor for approval 
or denial. 
A sniilar situation is devel­ 
oping in the Senate, where 
Sen. Henry Bellmon, R-Okla . 
has asked the President to 
delay the pay proposal in the 
upcoming budget

economy improves and infla­ 
tion eases. 
But the first hurdle for the

Service Committee. It will be 
up to committee members to

Carson City, Nev. (UPI) 
Movies and television seldom 
capture the realities of the 
Frontier West, says a young 
historian wTio has become an 
authority on ghost towns. 
“ As entertainm ent they are 
fine, but 
in portraying the 
early West, they are ‘fake- 
lore, ” says Stanley W. Pa- 
her, author of four books on 
early western towns. 


“ Dean Martin movies are 
the grossest 
of them 
all,” 
says Pa her. The cowboy or 
miner never called his gun 
“hardw are” and the dram a of 
a “ high noon” face-down was 
rarely played out. The tele­ 
vision series “ Bonanza” also 
fell into the 
“never 
never 
land” in painting a picture of 
western history. 
Most fights started on the 
spur of the moment at night 
over a girl or a card game. 
The card player, rarely, if 
ever laid his gun on the table 
but instead kept it hidden un­ 
til he pulled it to shoot. 
“ There w'as never any of 
the ‘Lone Ranger’ stuff.” he 
says. 
It was a harsh and 
tedious 
life 
—not 
the 
gla­ 
morous or heroic existance 
shown in the movies or tele­ 
vision. 
“In reality the people were 
trying to make a living or a 
f o r t u n e to live on 
eas\ 
street,” he says. “Tem pera­ 
tures 
varied 
greatly. 
They 
went to bed late at night in 
the sum m er after the heat 
dropped. In the winter they 
got under the blankets early 
to ward off the cold.” 
The clothing, according to 
Paher, 
was 
inadequate 
to 
shield against the wind and 
rain. Dust storms presented a 
constant problem. 
There was a com raderie in 
the early towns — “ Miners 
rubbed elbows with the mine 
owners after w'ork.” said Pa­ 
her. 
who 
expressed 
disap­ 
pointment that this spirit has 
disappeared. 
Although 
Paher makes 
a 
comfortable living, estimated 
at $25.000 a year, from his 
writings and lectures on the 
Old West, he doesn’t want to 
bring 
back

days.” 
Asked 
if 
he would 
have liked to have lived dur­ 
ing that era, Paher replies 
emphatically: “ Never.” 
Paher, 31 is a newcomer 
among Nevada historians and

image. Most who have writ­ 
ten histories are university 
professors whose books are 
sidelines. Paher however is a 
one-man operation—research­ 
ing, writing, publishing and 
then “becoming my own best 
salesm an.” 
He 
complains 
bookstores 
fail to properly display his 
books and he does a better 
job pushing the publications 


d u r i n g 
his 
appearances 
through the state. Some crit- 
through the state. Some crit­ 
ics call him a “history hus­ 
tler" because of his assertive 
manner, but apparently the 
technique wrorks. 
In four years, Paher has 
sold 44.000 of his four books. 
His best seller is “ Nevada 
Ghost Towns,” which has pas­ 
sed the 15,000 mark. This is 
considered quite high because 
of the limited appeal and the 
$15 a copy cost. 
His travels have taken him 
to more than 300 of the 600 
ghost towns, looking for clues 
about the early west. One sad 
thing is that many remnants 
are being destroyed or carted 
away. Ghost towns w'hich sur­ 
vived the perils of nature for 
a 
century 
are 
being 
torn 
apart by vandals or souvenir 
hunters. 
“ The people in New Eng­ 
land are very' proud of their 
heritage. They protect the old 
towns and villages. 1 don't 
think wre have the respect the 
easterners have for town his­ 
tory."

The result was a near miss 
lor the California Collegiate 
Athletic Association title and 
representation by a few ind;- 
viduals, instead of a team, in 
the nationals last year. 


Shortly after the completion 
of the track season, 
coach 
Ron Allice departed for the 
g r e e n e r y of Long Beach 
State. And with his departure 
numerous 
disappointed 
spi- 
kers left Cal Poly for foreign 
campus soils or retirement 
So. instead of being on the 
verge of competing with ma­ 
jor college track schools. Cal 
Poly 
track 
went 
tumbling 
back to a stage of infancy. 
But rather than sit idle, or 
almost idle, the athletic de­ 
partment procured the serv­ 
ices of a man noted for his 
accomplishments 
in 
the 
coaching w’orld of track 
Fred Jores. 
Jones, before entering the 
teaching ranks of the sport, 
was second in the stale of 
Missouri in the half-mile for 
Sumner High and went on to 
Southern 
Illinois, 
for 
two 
quarters, 
before 
transfering 
to 
Morgan 
State 
(in 
Mar­ 
yland) where he served as as­ 
sistant coach to Eddie Hert. 
Since 1960. when Jones first 
started 
making 
a 
coaching 
name for himself with the Los 
Angeles Mercurettes women’s 
track club, he’s molded five 
National champions (with the 
Mercurettes), nine USA and 
Olympic athletics and 15 or 16 
members of the United State^ 
track team. 
In fact, only Ed Temple of 
Tennessee State has produced 
more female track stars from 
scratch 
Jones is presently president 
o f 
California 
international 


Track Club, one of the most 
widely known track clubs ¡n 
the world, and has coached 
Willie Deckard, Charlie Rich, 
Lance 
Babb, 
Leon 
Brown. 
Willie 
Turner, 
Warren 
Ed­ 
monson, Reynaldo Brown and 
Herb Washington . . . all of 
whom have held either U.S. 
indoor or outdoor records. 


So. with these accomplish­ 
ments, why would a person of 
Jones’ 
stature 
and 
back­ 
ground take over the reigns 
at Cal Poly? 
“ Being associated with Cal 
International, the Mercurettes 
and \ddidas, it gets kind of 
tiring traveling around all the 
time, sort of old hat,” said 
Poly’s new track mentor. “ I 
had 
a 
need 
for 
something 
more stable. . .with roots. I’m 
inspired here. There’s stabil­ 
ity here—« foundation ' want 
to be a part of.” 
J o n e s inherited several 
problems such as being too^ 
late to recruit for this year as 
well as having many ot last 
year s more prcminant ath­ 
letes 
committed

schools or struck with ineligi­ 
bility problems.

“The larger schools overre- 
cruit to where it becomes a 
factory situation, like at USC.

Cuf your own foxes 
Office in home deductible 


By RAY DF CRANE 
Reversed in numerous Tax 
Court decisions. Internal Rev­ 
enue Service is being forced 
io back off from its opposition 
to deductions for maintaining 
an office in the home. 
In disallowing such deduc­ 
tions in the past, IRS has 
maintained 
that 
the 
office 
space must be “required for 
t h e 
performance 
of 
his 
duties.” The Tax Court has 
taken the lar more libera! 
view that the claimed deduc­ 
tion must be allowed if m ere­ 
ly “ appropriate and helpful” 
in the performance of the em­ 


ployee’s duties. 
In short, your boss no long­ 
er m ust insist that you have 
such space. 
If you merely 
find it helpful in your work to 
employ 
an 
office 
in 
yOAir 
heme, you meet the new re­ 
quirements. 
This must be a bonafide of­ 
fice. A desk placed in a cor­ 
ner of the bedroom and used 
occasionally to complete re­ 
ports wall not entitle you to 
claim the deduction. 
But if you have one room 
set aside and used exclusively 
for 
business 
purpose1, 
you 
have one of 
two ways 
of 


claiming the deduction. Ob­ 
viously, 
claim 
the 
method 
which gives you the greater 
deduction. 
Assume, for example, that 
one room in an eight-room 
home is used as an office. 
Then one-eighth of the annual 
depreciation 
on 
the 
home, 
one-eighth of the cost of all 
utilities and one-eighth of the 
total home maintenance bill 
could be chargeable to this 
room. If you rent instead of 
owning, you would claim one- 
eighth of the annual rent. 
The other method is the 
sqnare-foot 
basis. 
Measure 


toe total square footage in the 
home 
or 
apartm ent. 
Now 
measure the square footage 
in the office. If the office 
space should be one-fifth of 
the total, take one-fifth of the 
total annual expenses as the 
deduction. 
Keep careful records of the 
expenses tnvotved; 
be 
pre­ 
pared to verify its usage as 
an office and not a playroom, 
sewing room or a television 
room. 
But if you are entitled to 
the deduction, claim it and be 
prepared to fight for it, if 
necessary. The Tax Courts, 
are on your side.

b l o n d e and sharp-tongued 
champion of civil rights has 
won the title of the other 
woman in 
Israel’s 
political 
life. 
With a whirlwind campaign 
and almost no money, 44-year- 
old Shulamit Aloni emerged 
from the nation’s thicket of 
small parties this month to 
wrest 
three seats 
for 
her 
Movement 
for 
Civil 
Rights 
party in the 120-seat Knesset 
(parliament). 
It is pledged to a written 
bill of rights, consumer po­ 
wer, sexual equality, separa­ 
tion of religion and state and 
an end to what the mother of 
three calls “a Byzantine na­ 
tion.” 
For Mrs. Meir’s ruling La­ 
bor alignment, the unexpected 
win by Mrs. Aloni's partv was 
a costly blow, since the prime 
m i n i s t e r ’ s party lost six 
seats. And, like Mrs. Aloni 
herself, almost all of those 
who voted for the insurgent 
list were judged by analysts 
to be defectors from the La­ 
bor movement that has led 
the Jewish state for an unbro­ 
ken quarter of a century. 
“ As far as I know,” said 
Mrs. Aloni, “Golda couldn’t 
stand me even before she 
knew m e.” Party insiders say 
Mrs. Aloni was kept off La­ 
bor’s slate at Mrs. Meir’s per- 
s o n a 1 
veto, 
following 
a 
~ previous term in the Knesset 
that marked her as a maver­ 
ick. 
Now. with Labor’s margin 
for governing perilously thin. 
Mrs. Meir may be forced to 
seek the parliamentary aid of 
t h e c i v i l rights 
faction, 
headed by the energetic law­ 
yer whom the prime minister 


has been known to call “that 
woman.” 
Mrs. Aloni says that the 
government can count on her 
party’s support for peace nro- 
g r a m s involving extensiva

“Mrs. Meir treats the mem­ 
bers of her cabinet like a kin­ 
dergarten teacher treats the 
children put in her charge,”

kill insects 


MORGANTOWN, 
W. 
Va. 
(UPi) — A post-doctoral fel­ 
lowship researcher working in 
W e s t Virginia University’s 
Agriculture Experiment Sta­ 
tion has found that some syn­ 
thetic 
dye 
compounds 
kill 
flies and other insects. 
Dr. Timothy P. Yoho dis­ 
covered that flies which eat 
dyes mixed in a milk-sugar 
bait die within two to three 
hours after they are exposed 
to daylight. 
“The key to fatality lies in 
the photodynamic action of 
some of the dyes tested thus 
far,” West Virginia Agricul­ 
ture and Forestry magazine 
reported. 
The magazine sand it has 
not been determined exactly 
how or why the dyes become 
destructive inside the fly but 
the future tests with radioac­ 
tive dyes may provide an an­ 
swer.

legalistic.’ 
“I told her: in the T'nesset 
1 deal in laws, not love.” 
Marred to a civil servant 
who runs the occupied south­ 
ern Sinai town of Sharm El 
Sheikh, Mrs. Aloni does not 
harp on women’s liberation, 
although she asserts that fe­ 
males suffer discrimination, 
even in Israel’s egalitarian 
society. 
In 
her 
view, 
though, 
a 
healthy divorcee with a good 
job shouldn’t enjoy alimony 
benefits from her ex-husband. 
Nor. she says, should a wido­ 
wer with children he deprived 
of social welfare benefits. 
“And why can’t the foreign 
ministry appoint women as 
ambassadors and 
let 
their 
husbands accompany them?” 
Mrs. Aloni asked. “It won’t 
hurt their masculinity any.”

BRUSSELS (UPI) - If the 
i n d u s t r i a l nations are to 
rebuild their frayed alliance, 
the job begins this month. 
The occasion is Feb 11-12 
Washington conference 
that 
President 
Nixon 
called 
to 
seek a unified response to the 
energy crisis. Foreign and fi­ 
nance ministers are expected 
from 13 nations — the United 
States. Canada, Japan, Nor- 
wav and the nine European 
Common Market nations. 
To many 
Americans and 
Europeans, 
the conference 
and its successors are as im­ 
portant as the Bretton Woods 
meeting of 1944. 
At Bretton Wonrls. the m > 
jor nations built the monetary 
system, which, although bnnty 
in need of repair now. har fi­ 
nanced 
postwar 
prosperity. 
Similarly, 
the Washington 
meeting can set a pattern of 
cooperation to neet the Inc - 
term oil shorta°e and othc r 
problems 
which could give 
the allies a much rougher 
ride through the 1970s. 
Despite 
this, both 
Euro- 
peans and Americans here 
are more gloomv than exhila­ 
rated. The International mood 
has seldom been less cooper­ 


ative. 
France, Britain. Germany 
and smaller Kurope m nations 
are scouring the M'dd’o F.ast 
for separate oil deals, despite 
warnings from both U.S. and 
Common Market lenders that 
t h i s 
competitive scramble 
could send prices soarinr and 
set ally against ally. 
France, indeed, has 
indi­ 
cated it micht torpedo the 
conference. 
And the Arabs 
have warned Japan, which 
depends totally on imported 
oil, of retaliation if the meet­ 
ing even hints at a unity ftont 
of oil users to keen prres 
down and oil flowing. 
The United States already 
is “disgusted”—to use Secret­ 
ary of State Henry A. Kissi­ 
ngers word—with the Euro­ 
peans’ recent refusal not onlv 
to side with Washington on al­ 
liance issues but even to < o- 
operate with each other. Re­ 
ports from Washington say 
Kissinger and Nixon s°e «he 
meeting as the final test Of 
European willingness to main­ 
tain the alliance in its present 
shape. 
That the Alliance has prob­ 
lems is not rows. Differences 
over money, trade and de­

Krajocovjc-Ilok “has the tech­ 
nology to win the energy wan 
promptly.” 
Although I had been expect­ 
ing someone to come up with 
the answer, I must say 1 was 
a bit surprised by the answer 
K r a jc o v ic - llo k came up 
with. 
To surmount a problem, of 
course, one must first ident fy 
the root cause. And Dr. Krai- 
covic-Ilok has identified the 
root 
cause of 
the 
energy 
crisis as -* r e you ready for 
this? —oversize coal. 
Yes, folks, it’s that simple. 
We have enough coal in the 
ground to meet our energy re­ 
quirements for the next 400 
years. But those lumps thf1 
miners dig up are too large 
for the type of fuel we need. 
Reduce the size of coal to 
about .00016 of an inch, says 
Krajcovic-Ilok, and we’ll have 
the fuel shortage whipped. 
After reading his testimony 
before a Senate subcommittee 
on energy, I called a spokes­ 
man for the National Coal As­ 
sociation. 
“Well, 
Stanley,” 
I 
said, 


“this is a fine mess you’ve 
gotten us into.” 
“What have we done now, 
Oliver?” 
“You made the coal too 
big.” 
The association spokesman 
said he was sorry if the coal 
wasn’t small enough to please 
everybody, but he denied the 
mine owners were to blame. 
“It’s already big when we 
find it,” he explained. 
It obviously would be ask­ 
ing too much to ask the min­ 
ers to dig up lumps of coal 
only 16-10,Oou of an inch. 
Every miner in the UMW 
would soon have a 
severe 
case of eyestrain. 
You can’t ask a miner who 
has been shoveling coal all of 
his life suddenly to switch 
over to tweezers. Some of the 
younger miners might make 
the adjustment, but the old 
hands are too set in their 
ways to change. 
Fortunately, 
however, 
we 
don’t have to depend on the 
miners for small coal. 
Krajcovic-Ilok says he has 
developed 
a 
process 
that 
makes coal so tiny it can be 
burned in diesel engines or 
blended with oil and natural 
gas to produce new types of 
lueis. 
He says fuel also can be 
mace by reducing the size of 
d r i e d 
vegetable 
residues, 
straw and similar substances. 
It is good to know as one 
waits in line at the gas sta­ 
tion that one’s faith in Ameri­ 
can know-how has not been 
misplaced.

FT. MACARTHUR (UPI) - 
Ft. MacArthur, where hun­ 
dreds of thousands of draftees 
got their first taste of Army 
life during World War II, will 
be closed next year, the De­ 
partment of Army announced 
today.

During World War II, it 
was the main reception cen­ 
ter for Southern California, 
Arizona and Southern Nevada 
and hundreds of thousands of 
draftees took their physical 
examinations 
here 
and 
got 
their issue of clothing before 
going on to basic training at 
such places at Camp Roberts 
and Ft. Lewis. 
Following 
World 
War 
II, 


the fort was manned by a 
small 
contingent 
of 
fewer 
than 100 personnel but was t 
reactivated again shortly be­ 
fore the outbreak of hostilities 
in Korea. 
In recent years, it has been 


the administrative and sup­ 
port headquarters for reserve 
units. 
Reserve units currently sta­ 
tioned at Ft. MacArthur will 
be relocated at Los Alamitos 
Armed Forces Reserve Cen­ 
ter while

Tips for guarding against botulism 


In early 1972. 
the United 
States was 
shocked by the 
death of a 
New York man 
who 
had 
eaten 
vichyssoise 
soup 
contaminated 
with 
a 
bacterium, Clostridium boiulf 
num — the cause of botulism. 


In 
ensuing 
months, 
the 
danger of botulism 
became 
more evident as ther kinds 
o f 
soups, 
vegetables and 
mushrooms 
were 
suspected 
and recalled from our food 
supply. 
‘ ‘ W h a t 
i s 
b o t u l - 
ism?” . . . “ How do I protect 
my 
family?*’ . . . American 
consumers began to ask. 
Here, briefly, are fan» on 
botulism and how you can 
guard against it. 
“ Botulism” actually got «« 
name lrom the Latin word ior 
sausage wtych fe* 
‘botulus. 
When 
first 
recognized 
by 
physicians in southern Ger­ 
many around 1820, botulism 
pas believed to be associated 
only with the eating of spoiled 
meat — principally sausage. 
Today, however, we know 
that this rare but extremely 
deadly form of food poisoning 
C a n * be 
caused 
by 
con­ 
tamination of a variety of 
animal and plant food pro­ 
ducts. Canned poultry, ti*h, 
mushrooms, and certain vege­ 
tables, plus smoked fish have 
been identified as potential 


culprit*. 
Botulism 
poisoning 
occurs 
irhtn a person eats food con­ 
taining toxins produced by a 
bacterium called Clostridium 
fctttuUnum. These bacteria are 
found in the soil and in water 


— almost everywhere in the 
environment. 
They 
produce 
seedlike forms called spores, 
which are extremely resistant 
to heat. Low temperatures re­ 
tard the growjh of these bac­ 
teria but do not kill them. 
By themselves, the spores 
are harmless — we eat them 
often in raw fruits and vege­ 
tables. But the toxin formed 
by these bacteria is a deadly 
poison. In the absence of ox­ 
ygen — as in a sealed con­ 
tainer — and with low acidity 
of the food, these spores will 
germinate and produce gas 
and their deadly toxin. 
Signs of botulism poisoning 
begin usually within 12 to 36 
hours alter contaminated lood 
is eaten. 
The symptoms in­ 
clude double vision, inability 
to swallow, speech difficulty, 
and progressive paralysis ot 
the respiratory system. 
Despite available antitoxins, 
most people affected with bo­ 
tulism die because they do 
not 
get 
medical 
treatment 
fast enough. Early symptoms 
are too often overlooked, or 
the symptoms aren’t quickly 
identified. 
Since 1925 only fire deaths 
— the most recent in 1972 — 
have been attributed to botul­ 
ism poisoning from commer­ 
cially canned products. 
However, during the same 
time, some 700 deaths were 
traced to botulism poisoning 
caused 
by 
improper 
home 
c a n n i n g . Undercooking — 
such 
as not 
using 
a 
high 
enough temperature, or 
not 
cooking food long enough, or 


both — is the real culprit in 
home canning. 
Commercial 
canners 
use 
large 
pre-^ure 
cookers 
to 
heat foods and kill any botul­ 
ism spores that may be pre­ 
sent. Unless similar precau­ 
tions are taken when you’re 
canning at home, the deadly 
toxins can form if the spores 
are present. 
Here are a few tips tor you 
to remember: 
— Don’t buy cans ot lood 
that are swollen, leaking or 
bent. If you find a swollen 
can on your shelf, return it to 
the store and report the inci­ 
dent to your local health au­ 
thorities. 
— Never taste questionable 
food. One spoonful 
of 
food 
contaminated 
with 
botulism 
toxin can kill yew 
quickly. 
Many deaths have occurred 
from 
just this 
experimental 
tasting of a suspected home 
canned food, 
— Immediately destroy any 


tood that has an unusual odor 
or shows evidence of spoilage 
(such as off-color). Make sure 
this di»carded food can’t be 
eaten by children, pets, or 
stray animals. 
— Can at home without a 
pressure 
cooker 
only 
high- 
acid foods, such as acid fruits 
a n d t o m a t o e s . Botulism 
spores cannon grow in an acid 
medium. 
— Cook all other foods — 
such as meat, poultry, string 
beans, and com in a pressure 
c o o k e r when 
canning at 
home. Also, make sure your 
pressure cooker is working 
properly. 
— Do not taste or serve 
home canned meat and vege­ 
table 
foods 
before 
heating 
them for 10 minutes at 212 de­ 
grees F. litis simple precau­ 
tion could 
almost eliminate 
botulism deaths in the United 
States.

In range-top cooking, fit the 
pan to the burner. A small 


pan on a large burner wastes 
fuel. 
Straight-sided 
saucepan» 
and 
skillets 
are 
energy-sa- 
vers. 
On 
an electric 
range-top, 
flat bottomed pans are more 
efficient than ridged ones be­ 
cause they contact the entire 
heating surface. 
Use little water 
Water boils at. 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit at sea level. Once 
it starts to boil, use the lo­ 


west possible heat to retain 
that temperature. Higher heat 
won’t make the water any 
hotter. 
Use as little water as pos­ 
sible in cooking vegetables. 
You’ll 
conserve 
more 
nut­ 
rients and need less fuel to 
heat the pan. 
Don’t fill your refrigerator 
so full that air can’t circulate 
properly. A moderately filled 
one works more 
efficiently, 
with lower fuel costs. 


Organize the refrigerator’s 
contents so you won’t have to 
keep the door open for long 
periods searching for various 
items.

avoid overworking; the com­

as well as fuel: 
Plan meals a week at a

Who wants to lead a heal­ 
thier and happier life? Prac­ 
tically everybody. 
But are the methods to 


reach for this goal all new, 
| somewhat revolutionary and 
! difficult? No, quite the con- 
1 trary, according to a South­ 
ern California health author- 


j ity. 
“ In the first place, many 


! will be pleas'd to learn that 
; it Is not necessary to give up 
I drinking,” says Dr. Lester 


Breslow, of the University of 


j California at Los Angeles. “ In 


fact, In a survey we learned 
that up to four drinks a day 


1 did not seem to affect the av- 
I erage individual’s health ad- 
j versely.” 
Dr. Breslow, dean of the 


i School of Public Health at 


UCLA, and colleagues sur­ 
veyed some 7,000 Californians 


■ and followed their life-styles 


and medical histories for 5Vj 
years. The 7,000 individuals 
cut across all income levels 


¡ and all ages. 
The seven 
health 
habits 


I rated “ good” by the untvers- 
I ity researchers were: 
Eight 
hours 
sleep 
each 


night. 
Eat breakfast every morn­ 
ing. 
No snacks. 
Maintain weight within lim­ 
its. 
No smoking. 
Moderate 
consumption of 
alcohol. 
Moderate exercise. 
Of the individuáis studied in 


reference to these simple se­ 
ven health habits, it was rev­ 
ealed that* 
The physical health of mwi 


in their mid-50s who follow 
six or seven good health ha­ 
bits is on the average about 
the same as men 20 years 
younger who follow three or 
fewer good habits. 
For men 65 to 74 wtx> have 


followed seven good health . 
habits, the likelihood of dying 
is about the same as for men 
45 to 54 who ignored these ha- , 
bits. 
Those who followed all of 


the good practices were in 
better health at every age 
than those who followed none 
or few. 
Poor health habits were 


more closely related to mor­ 
tality than was income, the 
survey also showed. 
But the seven health habits 


do have their joker. “ Eat 
breakfast regularly and no 
snacking“ are difficult to fol­ 
low these days when most of 
us cut down breakfast and 
snack almost all day long 
Can we return to the once’ 
p o p u l a r and 
wholesome 


breakfast? Can we give up 
the habit of snacking which 
seems almost to have become 
second nature to Americans? 
The 5^-year study showed 


no close relationship between 
overweight 
and 
mortality. 


Only 
after 
the 
individual 


reaches 20 per cent or more 
overweight did it show any 
effect. 
Whatever we decide about 


following all or just some of 
the seven habits for good 
health. Dr. Breslow states: 
“ It now appears that within 


certain biological Umits each 
individual can determine hi« 
own risk of death.”

Through 12 successive hikes 
in the past 12 months, Vene 
zuela has pushed its per bar­ 
rel share of exports to $8.25.

Venezuela

decision to freeze oil prices 
announced by Persian Gulf 
producers in Geneva. He said 
that Venezuela was free to ei­

Wheat germ , 
raisins, 
nuts. 
Sometimes they write in to 
say the yeast doesn’t work. 
“They don’t seem to realize 
that bread baking is based on 
something besides yeast.” 
Miss Schroeder said people 
who try to make bread with­ 
out white flour don’t realize 
it’s needed for its gluten con­ 
tent — a protein substance 
that helps dough rise. 
“There’s no gluten in rice 
or corn or potato flour and 
the proportion of gluten is low 
in whole wheat flour,” she 
said. 
“ Soy flour is popular, but it 


inhibits the yeast ii it's used 
in too great quantity. A little 
soy flour increases nutrition 
(by increasing protein con­ 
tent).” 
Miss Schroeder has a re­ 
minder 
for 
people 
who’ve 
been baking for years: 
Don’t worry if the addition 
of water doesn’t make yeast 
foam up. A new process used 
in making active dry yeast 
permits foaming only when 
sugar and flour are mixed 
with yeast and liquid. 
She said most bread fail­ 
ures occur because the water 
used is either too hot or too 
cool, or because dough is left 


in a draft or in too warm a 
spot for rising. It’s also im­ 
portant 
to 
have 
all 
ing­ 
redients at room tem perature 
or slightly higher. 
The 
energy 
crisis 
should 
pose no problem for bakers, 
she said. Either m ake several 
loaves at a time, and freeze 
the extras, 
or bake bread 
with other foods that require 
the 
same 
tem perature 
— 
usually 375 to 400 degrees for 
white bread. 
And 
don’t 
worry’ 
about 
steam from the other foods — 
it’s steam, in fact, that gives 
French bread its crisp, de­ 
licious crust.

Meatless meal challenge 
to an experienced cook 


Meatless meals are a chal­ 
lenge to even the best of 
cooks. It's not easy to make a 
pound of flounder, a can of 
tuna, or 4 eggs into meals 
that will serve 6. 
There are a couple of things 
to remember in creating at­ 
tractive and tasty money-sav­ 
ing meals. First, accept the 
fact that if you’re saving mo­ 
ney, you’ll probably spend 
more time in preparing the 
dish. A little more chopping, 
a n o t h e r s e a s o n i n g or 
two . . things you’ll need to 
do for these recipes. 
Then remember to use low- 
cost ingredients that stretch 
the end product, such as rice. 
At about 3 to 4 cents per 
serving (half-cup), rice is tru­ 
ly economical. \nd when ad­ 
ded to or served with many 
dishes, rice can stretch those 
meals to serve more people. 
Rice also makes the dish 
more satisfying without ad­ 
ding too many calories (there 
are only 82 calories in each 
half cup of cooked rice). It 
contains some protein 
and 
vitamins, too, so it is a good 
budget food with 
nutrition 
built in. 
One good recipe hi Fish 
Creole with Rice. It’s a pound 
of flounder cooked in a well- 
seasoned tomato sauce. Wher 


served over rice, it makes a 
delicious 
and 
not-too-expen- 
sive meal. 


FISH CREOLE WITH RICE 
1 cup each chopped 
onions and celery 
5 2 cup chopped 
green pepper 
1 clove garlic, crushed 
IV2 tablespoons butter 
or margarine 
2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley 
1 teaspoon salt 
l 8 teaspoon red pepper 
1 bay leaf 
1 can (14*4 oz.) tomatoes 
% cup water 
1 pound fillets of 
flounder, cubed 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 
3 cups hot cooked rice 


Saute onions, celery, green 
pepper, and garlic in butter 
until 
tender.

15 minutes. Add fish cubes 
and cook 15 minutes longer. 
Blend cornstarch and *4 cup 
water. Stir into creole sauce 
and cook 2 minutes longer. 
Remove bay leaf. Serve over 
bed of fluffy rice. 
Meatless . . . but 
nut­ 
ritious. Four eggs when com- 
b i n e d with 
rice, 
cottage 
cheese and Mozzarella cheese 


provide good protein for 6 
servings.

1980, one expert expects all 
the hamburger and half of all 
the meat, eaten in the United

The prediction waa made at 
a seminar here by Aaron M. 
Altschul, a Georgetown Uni- 
vity professor oi community 
medicine 
and 
international 
nealth. 
The 
meeting 
was 
sponsored by Miles Labora­ 
tories, Elkhart, Ind. 
Altschul and Dr. Walter A. 
Compton, chairman and Chief 
executive officer, said these 
vegetable protein substitutes 
are beneficial to both heaith 
and pocketbook. 
They beef up the protein 
content of meat but are free 
from fat and cholesterol. Chil­ 
dren who cannot tolerate milk 
■ have been raised entirely on 
soy products with no drtfer- 
i ence noted between them and 
children raised on milk-based 
products, Altschul said. 
According to Dr. Compton, 
one acre of land that can pro­ 
vide 500 pounds of soybeans 
lor consumption as vegetable 
protein can yield at best only 
50 pounds of animal protein. 
With the meat industry pre­

Vespers), which had not been 
staged in America since 1859. 
Why this 1855 work, written 
for the Paris Opera imme­ 
diately after Verdi’* success

“ Traviata,” 
has been 
rarely performed and only 
recently recorded by RCA is 
one of the music world’s m\s- 
teries. It has a forceful dra­ 
matic line, considerable cha­ 
racter 
development 
and 
a 
v e r i t a b l e gold mine of 
glorious, arias, duets, trios, 
quartettes and choruses. 
The financially pinched Met 
may have saved money on 
the simple but effective sets 
(lighting with everything tn 
this production), but it did not 
stint on casting. If you want 
to hear a perfectly matched 
ensemble of top Met stars, 
this is the production to see 


this season. 
Spanish soprano Montserrat 
Cabelie sang with melting, 
floating beauty and her sensa­ 
tional descending glissandos 
in an act 111 duet stopped the 
opera for five minutes. The 
diva finally raised her hand 
in supplication 
to end 
the 
thunderous applause. 
Swedish tenor Nicolai Ged­ 


da lived up to his reputation

I told them that sentenc­ 
ing is usually unfair, that pri­ 
sons are corrupt and as near 
to hell as you can get, and 
yet, in spite of everything, 
one of my sons was just bus­ 
ted on a drug charge. 
I would do anything, and I 
mean anything, to keep him 
from having the rest of his 
life ruined by going to pri­ 
sión, but there isn’t anything 
1 can do and my wife keeps 
trying to make me get this 
into my head. My son has 
been sentenced and there’s 
just no way out. I feel that 
somehow I’m to blame be- 
c a u s e he committed this 
crime and got himself mixed 
up with a cheap bunch of 
punks. I don’t know what 1 
can do now to help, but I 
know it isn’t going to do him 
or the rest of my family any 
good if I just sit around blam-

A parent cannot select his 
children’s friends. Often when 
he tries to interfere he only 
cements the friendships he 
wanted to destroy. Parents, 
however, can teach their chil­ 
dren values, and hope that 
these values and ethics will 
be carried outside the home. 
They cannot lead their chil­ 
dren’s lives for them. 
It may comfort you to know 
that many changes have been 
made and are continuing to 
be made in our prison sys­ 
tem. After Attica and other 
bloody prison riots, people 
became concerned and more 
aware of the depressing condi­ 
tions tthat demand reform. In 
1969 the Federal Government 
started a 10-year program to 
improve Federal prisons. This 
was also to establish a model j 
for state, county and local 
prison systems which togeth- j 
er actually account for 90 
per cent of all prison inmates. 
Norman A. Carlson, direc­ 
tor of the Federal Bureau of 
Prison, call the old prisons 
“ human 
warehouses-schools 
of c r i m e and breeding 
grounds of hatred for the 
society which conceived of 
them as being places fit for 
human habitation.” 
Prisons are still breeding 
places for crime and there is 
| still much to be corrected but 
a start has been made. The 
new Federal prisons have a 
1 non-institutional look, empha­ 
size privacy and are without 
th e usual 
jailhouse filth. 
There has been great em­ 
phasis 
recently 
on 
hiring 
I guards from minority groups 
| to counteract some of the ra- 
I dal tensions that exist. 
I 
Even the old ways of sen- 
I tencing are coming into ques­ 
tion by those interested in law 
and pyschology. Some experts 
believe the concept of equal 
treatment must be done away 
with, for it doesn’t center 
enough attention on the indi­ 
vidual. 
Since 
people 
who 
br.-ak the same ;aw may 
have different personalities 
and backgrounds, a sentence 
which may have educative 


and rehabilitative value to 
one offender may be highly 
injurious to another. 
The best thing you can do 
for your son now is to let him 
know that you still have faith 
in him. Tell him that even 
though prisons are far from 
perfect, he should try to take 
advantage of any opportunity 
for rehabiliation. 
This in­ 
cludes re-education within the 
prison. Almost all 
modem 
prisons have libraries and 
many teach trades. If he was 
using or pushing drugs, he 
may be better off in an insti­ 
tution where he has some 
hope of cure.

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Professor directs final exam on 
philosophy of death from coffin 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Prof. Howard Delaney’s phi­ 
losophy students hope they 
get a good grade for their fin­ 
al exam'—Delaney’s funeral. 
Delaney seemed to think 
the funeral went well. 
But he had grounds for 
more cheer than most other 
dearly departeds. 
Delaney isn’t dead, which is 
generally regarded as a good 
thing not to be. 
But not necessarily in Dela­ 
ney’s course at Loyoia-Mar- 
ymount University in the phi­ 
losophy of death. 
The point of he cour«e is to 
give students “ a positive phi­ 
losophy” of death as “ the na­ 
tural termination of life,” he 


said. And that it is. mostly 
unarguablv, 
but 
Delaney 
wants his students to learn 
not to resent it or be frigh­ 
tened by it. 
“ The 
more 
egotistical 
a 
person is. the greater is his 
f e a r of 
death.” 
Delany 
say s. 
And so, during the. course, 
he took the class to the coun­ 
ty morgue “to see corpses 
stacked three or four high.” 
and to funeral homes “ to see 
th e c o m m e r c i a l side of 
death.’ he said. 
As a final exam, the stu­ 
dents had to stage the profes- 
s o r ' s f u n e r a l Thursday. 
Among the onlookers were 
Delaney’s sons. 8 and 13. 
Delaney stretched out in a 


coffin, and the studefts filed 
past, offering comments and 
observations, in the manner 
of funeral goers in mans 
parts of the world. 


“ He’s lost a lot of weight, 
since the last time I saw 
him.” one .student observed. 
The sense of realism was 
lost occasionally when the 
“ corpse” issued instructions 
to the mourners. 
S ome students, perhaps 
with an eye toward their final 
grades, delivered touching eu­ 
logies on what a great man 
Howard Delaney was, “ a man 
of rare vision, a credit to the 
university.” 
Well, it beats writing notes 
on vour shin cuffs.

Steel under siege-Goldwater 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Sen. Barrv Goldwater today 
warned steel executives they 
had best prepare for an at­ 
tempt by liberals to nationa­ 
lize their industry’. 


Goldwater said the focus of 
attention is now on the energy 
industries but predicted that 
“ very shortly you gentlemen 
may find yourselves on the 
witness stand, accused of con­ 
spiring to cause a steel short­ 
age. bring about inflation and 
increase unemployment.'’ 


In a prepared speech before 
the American Iron and Steel 
Institute, the Arizona Republi­ 
can told the corporate execu­ 
tives it is “ time to start mak­ 
ing plans to head off a con- 


serted assault on the steel in­ 
dustry*. 
“ Unless you plan ahead,” 
Goldwater said, “you will find 
yourselves in the same posi­ 
tion as the oil industry does 
today. You will be wondering 
why you couldn’t get your 
message across to the people 
and 
their 
elected 
repre­ 
sents tives.” 
Declaring that 
America’s 
competitive enterprise system 
is "under seice.” Goldwater 
said there is a determined ef­ 
fort "by patriotic, well-inten­ 
tioned idealists to replace the 
‘evils of capitalism’ and ‘big, 
bad’
